“The principal source of the mica 
used by the en: ire world.” sn id Thomas 
Padgett, of Bakersville, N. C., who is 
stopping at the St. James, “is in North 
Carolina, in the vicinity of my home. 
Mica ie found there 
in all 
sorts of 
blocks, 
of 
various thicknesses and 
shapes, which can be split and resplit 
alm ost w ithout limit, until it becomes 
the transparent pane 
of 
commerce. 
The m aterial is embedded or scattered 
through the feldspar with which the 
surrounding m ountains are mostly cov­ 
ered. 
The veins are found between 
walls of slate. 
It is blasted from the 
surrounding rock by means of dyna­ 
mite, and is freed from all impure m at­ 
te r by m iners with chisel and pick. 
From the mines it is taken directly 
to the shops, where it is split into thin 
sheets and trimmed into regular forms, 
which are then ready for the m arket, 
the price varying according to the size 
of the sheets. 
The average size will 
fit an ordinary parlor heater. 
In rare 
Instances, sheets as large as tw enty- 
four by eighteen inches are found, bil\ 
there is seldom or never a demand foi 
mica of this size, so the sheets have tc 
be cut down. 
Most of the mines, as I 
have said, are exceedingly profitable, 
but sometimes one is found where the 
mica is so scattered that it would not 
be profitable to work.

wasted on such a mine, however, for 
a n experienced mica m iner can tell at 
a glance w hether a mine will pan out 
All right or n o t”—Pittsburg Dispatch.
